gency bu t it wou ld take some time 
to get its p rovision into action. 
Meanwhile, the nu mber of miners 
id'e continu ed to swell. In West Vir­ 
ginia, 64,000 ou t of 100,000 had walk­ 
ed ou t of the p its. The Williamson 
field in Sou thern West Virginia, 
emp loying 14.000, was shu t down 
tight. J. J. Ardigo. secretary of the 
Williamson Op erators* association, 
said he had no idea when the men 
wou ld go back. Ardigo added: 
“As long as the men are able bu t 
not willing, they won’t work. Maybe 
when the workers ere willing, the 
comp anies won't be willing and able.” 
In Pennsylvania. 39,000 ou t of 
96,000 had qu it. An op erators' sp okes­ 
man declared: 
•This looks like the last day of 
op eration u ntil the walkou t Is over.” 
In Ohio, the nu mber of Idle grew 
to 7.300 ou t of 16,030 and the walk­ 
out ap p eared to be growing rap idly. 
Three of the state’s largest mines 
were shu t down. 
Utah, which has 3.600 miners, saw 
Its idle ju mp from 700 to 1 800. A 
union sp okesman p redicted 100 p er­ 
cent absenteeism by nightfall. 
Kentu cky had 45,000 not working, 
Alabama 13.000 and Virginia 9,000, 
while Wyoming. Indiana. Tennessee 
and Colorado had smaller nu mbers 
off the job.

Jitters to his 
locals last Friday telling them op ­

No Ea sy Pa lestine Solution 
The Un ited Nation s’ legal experts have con sid ered 
the Palestin e situation an d come up with an opin ion 
that kn ocks several props from un d er the American 
govern men t’s position on carryin g out partition . Sin ce 
that position d rew few cheers fsjpin an ybod y, perhaps 
it ia just as well. 
-> 
These exeperts have d ecid ed that, after the British 
turn over the Palestin e man d ate on May 15, the UN 
Palestin e Commission will become that coun try’s le­ 
gally con stituted govern men t. (This, obviously, would 
on ly hold true un til d ifferen ces had been settled an d 
Arab an d Jewish govern men ts were set up an d fun c­ 
tion in g ) 
As the lawful govern men t, the Commission could 
In voke the en forcemen t measures con tain ed In the 
UN Charter. The Security Coun cil would have to d e­ 
cid e what the en forcemen t measures should be. But 
the legal experts hold that this d oes n ot give the 
Coun cil the right to chan ge an y terms of the partition 
resolution as the Assembly passed It. 
The Coun cil could use d iscretion about en force­ 
men t. an d it would n ot have to try to carry out pro­ 
vision s that were un workable. But it apparen tly could 
n ot d epart fr^n i the main objectives of the partition 
resolution . 
The UN Itself has created n o laws to govern the 
relation s between states. But tire re is a recogn ised 
bod y of in tern ation al law which applies to man d ates, 
amon g other tilin gs. The UN legal experts un d oubted ly 
based on their opin ion as far as possible on in tern a­ 
tion al law. An d that law will almost certain ly take 
preced en ce over a n ation al policy. 
The legal opin ion d iffers from this govern men t's 
policy on partition en forcemen t in at least two re­ 
spects. As an agen cy of the Gen eral Assembly, the 
Palestin e Commission is d irected to carry out the As 
sembly’s d ecision . As a govern men t, the Commission 
would also seem to be empowered to en force that d e­ 
cision So the American in sisten ce on usin g military 
forces to en force peace, but n ot partition , con irad i.'ts 
that opin ion . 
If the legal experts* opin ion is to be followed , the 
Coun cil will n ot be able to arran ge an y d eal that d oes 
n ot con form to the resolution It appears that an y 
chan ge would have to origin ate tn the Gen eral As­ 
sembly. 
No legal opin ion , however expert, is goin g tt> make 
the job of pacifyin g Palestin e an easy on e, But at 
lea» « it seta up the sign post« of law an d preced en t for 
all to ate. If those con cern ed with carryin g out the 
Gen eral Assembly’s rtsoiutioii will follow til* d irect tun * 
they can n ot stray too far fron t the road that sign post» 
mark

Other types of cases presen t more 
cf a problem, as, for in stan ce, those 
which are d ue to allergy or over- 
sen sitivity to some 
food or bever­ 
age. If the food to which the patien t 
is sen sitive can be d iscovered , the 
on ly problem which remain s is con - 
rol of the appetite. On ce offen d in g 
items are elimin ated from the d iet, 
the trouble will clear up. 
Respon sible Factor 
In certain cases, the use of alco­ 
holic beverages may be a respon ­ 
sible factor In this type of 
case. 
Then , too, a few person s may be 
sen sitive to some article of clothin g 
or to some med ication which has 
been applied to the skin area. Al­ 
lergy. however, accoun ts for on jjr 
about on e case in twen ty.

It ould seem that the most stub­ 
born cases—those where the con d i­ 
tion has lasted for a year or more 
are largely d ue to a fun gus or 
yeast-like in fection . A careful stud y 
of scrapin gs mad e from the skin 
to d etermin e the type of fun gus 
presen t mav be helpful, sin ce the! 
treatmen t to be used may d epen d 
upon the kin d of fun gus 
causin g! 
the d ifficulty. 
In mild cases of Itchin g in this 
area, the con d ition will clear up 
quickly if the area is washed thor­ 
oughly after each bowel movemen t. 
X-ray treatmen ts will give 
relief 
temporarily or, in some in stan ces, 
almost perman en tly. In other cases 
in jection in to the skin area of an [ 
an esthetic 
or pain -relievin g sub­ 
stan ce gives ease for about a ten - 
d ay period . 
Alcohol 
in jection s in this area 
may prod uce a perman en t cure, but | 
on ly when they also prod uce 
d e- 


This treatmen t is quite pain ful, an d , 
as a rule, the d octor d oes n ot con ­ 
sid er it ad visable. 
On e treatmen t 
which seems to 
brin g 
perman en t relief in 
» were 
cases is the cuttin g of the sen sory 
n erves to this area. 
This may be 
d on e by makin g in cision s through 
the skin an d packin g the cut sur­ 
faces with a material called oxid ized 
cellulose. This material con trols the 
bleed in g an d keeps the n erve fibers 
separated , while the skin itself re­ 
main s healthy. Good results have 
been obtain ed with the use of this 
treatmen t.

S. M. D.: What causes cold sores? 
An swer: Cold sores, scien tifically 
kn own as herpes labialis, are d ue to 
in fection by a certain type of virus. 
They frequen tly occur in a&socia- 


tion with such d iseases as the com­ 
mon cold , pn eumon ia, malaria an d 
men in gitis. 
It has been foun d that on e X-ray 
treatmen t will ten d to preven t the 
recyrren ce of this con d ition in man y 
in stan ces. In man y cases, further at­
